I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1953,  which  is  arranged  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
contained  in  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular  1 54  (Wales) 
dated  12th  January,  1954. 

Staff. 

There  were  no  staff  changes  in  the  year  1953. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Births. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births  in  1953 
over  that  in  1952.  The  birth  rate  for  1953  was  19.12  per  1,000 
population,  compared  with  17.81  per  1,000  population  in  1952. 

This  is  higher  than  the  birth  rate  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  which  was  15.5  per  1,000  population,  and  the  birth 
rate  in  the  County  as  a whole  was  16.06  per  1,000  population. 

There  were  4 Still  Births  in  1953  compared  with  2 in  1952, 
and  being  3.8%  of  the  live  births.  This  compares  with  2.24/6  for 
the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  and  2.2%  for  the  County  of 
Montgomery. 

There  were  7 illegitimate  births  (live  and  still)  being  7.5% 
of  total  births  and  comparing  unfavourably  with  1.0%  in  1952. 
The  percentage  for  the  whole  County  was  6.1. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  was  one  death  of  an  infant  under  one  year,  occur- 
ring in  a girl  aged  6 days  and  due  to  congenital  defect.  This 
gives  a rate  of  9 per  1,000  live  births  which  compares  very 
favourably  with  30  per  1,000  live  births  for  the  whole  of  the 
County  and  26.8  per  1,000  live  births  for  England  and  Wales. 
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There  were  60  deaths  in  the  distrid:  giving  a rate  of  11.25 
per  1,000  population  and  comparing  with  15.92  per  1,000 
population  in  1952. 

For  the  whole  of  the  County  the  death  rate  was  12.40  per 
1,000  population,  and  for  England  and  Wales  the  rate  was  11.4 
per  1,000  population. 

There  was  only  one  death  from  tuberculosis.  Study  of 
the  causes  of  death  show  that  cancer,  heart  and  vascular 
diseases  cause  the  largest  number  of  deaths.  Gastric  and 
duodenal  ulcers,  although  very  common  amongst  the  general 
population,  are  not  very  fatal  conditions  in  themselves. 

National  Assistance  Act  1948,  Section  47,  as  ammended 
by  the  National  Assistance  Act  1951. 

No  action  had  to  be  taken  under  Section  47  during  1952. 
In  connection  with  this,  tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  Home  Help 
Service  organised  by  the  County  Council,  providing  help  in  the 
homes  of  elderly  people  who  are  often  incapable  of  caring  for 
themselves  in  a proper  manner.  Because  of  this  service,  old 
people  are  enabled  to  remain  in  their  own  homes,  with  their 
own  pos>essions  around  them.  Of  course  there  are  establish- 
ments for  the  elderly  persons,  but  so  many  of  these  people  who 
are  well,  apart  from  being  old,  want  so  much  to  be  in  their  own 
homes. 

I must  express  my  warmest  thanks  to  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  his  industry  and  loyalty  on  all  occasions  together 
with  his  efficient  handling  of  many  difficult  problems. 

The  Clerk  has  always  been  available  to  advise  and  assist 
on  numerous  occasions  and  his  help  is  invaluable  and  much 
appreciated. 

The  County  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  Ivor  J.  Jones  has  always 
been  ready  to  give  support  whenever  consulted,  and  his  opinions 
and  experience  are  of  great  assistance.

I beg  to  submit  my  contribution  to  the  Medical  Officer’s 
Annual  Report  for  1953.  Meat  inspection  continued  to  play  a 
big  part  in  the  duties  performed,  as  well  as  many  visits  in  regard 
to  housing  and  allied  matters.  The  number  of  houses  relying 
for  water  supply  in  open  yards  remains  high  and  water  supply 
to  the  higher  levels  of  the  town  is  still  intermittent.  It  is  hoped 
that  when  the  proposed  new  trunk  main  is  laid  from  the 
reservoir  to  the  filter  house  that  improvements  will  result. 

I wish  to  thank,  particularly,  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Water  Committee  for  their  under- 
standing of  the  difficulties  involved,  particularly  in  carrying  out 
the  duties  of  a combined  appointment,  and  for  their  support.  My 
thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  her 
help  and  co-operation  at  all  times  and  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council  and  all  other  colleagues  for  their  co-operation.

The  following  table  will  give  details  of  condemnations,  etc.  All 
condemned  meat  was  covered  with  green  dye  and  the  Ministry 
had  a contract  with  the  wa^te  merchant  who  had  the  meat 
processed  and  converted  into  glue,  etc.

WATER  SUPPLY : 

Supply  began  to  be  restricted  to  the  higher  levels  of  the 
Town  due  to  the  building  up  of  corrosion  in  the  trunk  main 
between  the  Impounding  Reservoir  and  the  Filter  House.  As 
a result  of  this,  many  difficulties  were  experienced,  particularly 
in  the  treatment  of  the  water.  The  Chlorinating  plant  would 
not  function  satisfactorily  at  times  of  peak  demand  due  to  low 
pressures,  with  the  result  that  at  times  the  water  was  grossly 
chlorinated  and  at  other  times  not  chlorinated  at  alb  As  a result 
of  this  unsatisfactory  chlorination,  samples  of  water  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  was  frequently  unsatisfactory. 

Another  unsatisfactory  feature  of  the  water  supply 
distribution  system  is  that  service  pipes  were  found  to  run 
through  drainage  inspection  chambers. 

There  are  still  383  houses  which  are  supplied  by  standpipes 
in  yards. 

INSPECTION  OF  OTHER  FOODS  AND 
FOOD  PREMISES: 

During  the  year,  1 ton,  1 cwt.,  3 qrs..  of  foodstuffs  including 
canned  foods  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

This  foodstuff  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip. 
Improvements  at  several  food  premises  were  affected,  including 
extensions  and  structural  improvements  at  two  licenced 
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premises.  It  is  suggested  that  a liaison  should  exist  b^Rveen 
the  Local  Authority  and  the  Licensing  Authority  to  bring 
about  improvements  in  licenced  premises. 

During  the  inspection  of  Food  premises,  opportunity  is 
taken  to  advise  and  help  food  handlers  in  the  principles  of  food 
hygiene.
